Loose smut canno be controlled by 
formalin or btueetone treatment as the 
smut spore has germinate and grow n 
into th seed and it exists. there as a 
tiny Imut plant. It can be destroyed 
only liy a treatment known as the mod- 
ined hot water treatment. This treat- 
ment is rather dlflVcult to nive. and II 
Is too expensive for the treatment of 
seed for the entire crop. It is prac- 
tical, hbwever, to use it in treating 
enongfa seed for a seed plot The treat- 
ment Is as fbltowa:' 

.Soak the whe^t in cold w^ater for 
fiiiir t(i six hoars, but not mure than 
six hours. Then dip for a moment In 
water at a temperature of 120 dPKrocs. 
Then traafer to water at 129 degrees 
and leaye for ten minutes. Dip bimi»> 
diately tai cold water; then spread and 
dry. Vie ahont a half hnshel of wheat 
each time, and put in a basket or 
coarse sack. Have a thermometer and 
arrange to that the water can be kept 
at the exact temperature indicated. 
In no case should the teniiicraiurc ex 
ceed 133 degrees and then the time o( 
treatment should be reduced. Some 
grain will be injured and it Is beat to 
sow abotft 2B per cent more ot the 
treated seed. Treat only enough for 
a special seed patch. As loose smut is 
carried by the wind for a considerable 
distance, the seed patch should be a 
sep&rate field some distance fi'om the 
main wheat field.
